An hour after Captain Hanson had

In a pocket papers were 
found identifying the body as that of 
Captain Hanson.

Grave fears are felt here that 
there may be wholesale destruction of 
the properties. 


Assurances was received that 
all 


American women and children have 
been gathered into places of safety. 


Latest reports to the navy, depart' 


ment were summarized in this state- 
ment: "At.3 p. m. Thursday Admiral 
Mayo reported from Tampico to Ad- 
miral Fletcher at Vera Cruz that there 
had been but desultory firing 
since 


daybreak. Two women have 'been re- 
ported hanged for attempting to re- 
lease prisoners from Cuartol. A con- 
stitutional prisoner has been reported 
hanged for having bullets in his pos- 
session. 


"At 10 p. m. Admiral Mayo reported 


further that there was a lull in the 
fighting during the afternoon. 
The 


Vera Cruz moved up to the flcinity of 
Tolisi Road at 3 p. m. and did some 
firing. 
There was also fighting In 


trenches near 
Altamira. 
Admiral 


Mayo has delivered another letter to 
General Zaragosa relating to damage 
by gunboats to the Pierce oil plant. 
An oil tank at Arbolgraude was on 
fire at 3:30. 


"Sixty women and children 
have 


been taken on board the Des Moinea 
and all American women and children 
have been brought up from points on 
the river below the city except at 
LaBarra. Those who were there have 
gone Pboard the German tanker Osa- 
go. Admiral Mayo emphasizes that 
refugees desire refuge, not removal." 


Admiral Daniels said tbis morning 


that he had not been Informed of the 
issuance by Admiral Mayo of any ul- 
timatum to the federal commander at 
Tampico to cease firing from the gun- 
boat into the city.

Tree Roots. 


An article by A. Howard in the Agri- 


cultural Journal of India describes the 
attempts made at the Pusa experimen- 
tal station to protect field crops from 
injury by the roots of neighboring 
trees, by digging a deep trench each 
year between the trees •and the adja- 
cent cultivated area. In the case of 
some trees this plan proved successful, 
but not in the case of others, such as 
the- pipal, banyan and teak. 
When 


the trenches were opened up It was 
foirtid that the several roots had be- 
come connected again. New roots had 
been formed at the cut extremity. 
They had grown across the trench, 
•which was twenty-four to thirty Inch- 
es wide, and united with the severed 
portion of the root by a process of nat- 
ural grafting, followed by a rapid 
thickening of the connections, -which 
attained a thickness of .8 to 1.1 inches 
In twelve months.

"My fellows want me to 
do this or that," and similar expres- 
sions are heard, indicating that mem- 
bers of congress are anxious to please 
their people. It is natural, for if the 
peorie are displeased the return of the 
congressman is unlikely- 


This is particularly true these days, 


when a man has to run the gauntlet of 
two tryouts before the people—once for 
the nomination and again for the elec- 
tion. Even a big party majority can- 
not save him with the primary system 
and the people against him. 


Balance With Bull Moose. 


Whatever they may say publicly, 


the Republicans have little hope of 
carrying the next house. The bull 
moose party stands in the way. "There 
would be no question of electing a Re- 
publican house if it were not for the 
Progressives." remarked one of the 
keenest political observers on the Ke- 
publican side. "AVith the bull inoosers 
putting candidates into nearly every 
district success is hopeless." 


There are Progressives who hope to 


elect enough members to hold the bal- 
ance of power in the nest house, but 
the best politicians among them are 
not talking that way.

for soldiers of other wars. And so it 
•was in regard to a general pension bill 
for soldiers of the Spanish war aud | 
Philippine insurrection. It passed the 
house by a vote of 25*5 to 74. 


Fitzgerald Scolds. 


The appropriations committee of the 


house brought in its proposition to re- 
duce mileage to the amount oT $100.- 
000. The house rejected that and tack- 
ed on a provision for an increase of 
§300 each for clerk hire, a total of 
$132.000. 
Then Chairman Fitzgerald 


scolded. He called attention to the 
sweeping denunciations by Democrats 
of Republican extravagance and sar- 
castically said the exhibition just given 
"would appeal to the country in the 
fall elections." 


A Marshall Decision.

Economy and increased efficiency 


result from the Installation of mo- 
tor Are apparatus, according to in 
formation contained in letters writ- 
ten to Safety Director Carl F. Day- 
ton by officials in cities where such 
changes have been1 made. 
One city 


claims its 
department's 
efficiency 


h«s been increased by fifty per cent. 
by installing the motor apparatus. 
Another claims that 
the 
cost of 


maintaining three horses for three 
months was greater than the''cost of 
maintaining a motor truck for the 
entire 29 months it has been in ser- 
vice. 
These are a few of the rea- 


sons 
why 
Director 
Dayton 
has 


sought to have* council authorize a 
bond issue for the purchase of motor. 
trucks *«» the police and fire de- 
partments. 


•Karl O. Slicker, chief of the Alli- 


ance flre department, which is using 
motor flre apparatus, in a letter to 
Mr. Dayton says that one machine 
installed there took the place of a 
truck requiring 
three horses. 
It 


has been in service 29 months and 
the expense for oil, gasoline and re- 
pairs has amounted to only f 102.94 
At $15 per month, the average cost 
of feeding- and caring for 
horses, 


the expense to the city for the same 
period would 
have 
amounted 
to 


$445. 
The amount expended 
for 


.maintenance of three 
horses 
for 
'three months would pay 
for 
the 


maintenance of the 
mot'or equip- 
mert for three years. 


The Alliance department also has 


an automobile carrying 
the 
chief! 


and two men, it is equipped with'' 
hand chemicals, axes, picks, helmets ' 
lanterns, etc., and responds to all' 


alarms. 
He says that nearly one- 


half of the (ires are 
extinguished 


with this force before the arrival of 
the heavier pieces of apparatus. 


Earl T. Smart, director of public 


safety at Marion writes of the motor 
fire engine in 'service there »saying 
that it has cost $3.86 per month to 
maintain it where the horses alone 
would have cost $30 per month. 


In Massillon one motor truck dis- 


placed three horses and saved in tbe 
first year $479. 'it cost $90.77 for 
the first year's maintenance. 


A new piece of apparatus install- 


ed at Massillon. according to J. F. 
Shepley, safety director, is equipped 
with"a single chemical tank and is 
used for an emergency patrol wag- 
on. 
It has been in service but a 


few months and is already a great 
saving to the city. 


"Besides saving money for 
the 


city," writes Mr. Shipley, "our motor 
apparatus has increased the depart- 
ment's efficiency fifty per cent. The 
apparatus is in better shape after 
returning from a long run, for an- 
other hard trip, Ihnn* It was when 
it responded to the first alarm." 


It has been the 
experience of 


every fire department that the in- 
stallation of the motor trucks saved 
money and bettered the fire fighting 
facilities.

Trt* Root*. 


An article by A. Coward in tbe Agri- 


cultural Journal of India describes the 
attempts made at the Pusa experimen- 
tal station to protect field crops from 
injury by the roots of neighlwring 
trees, by digging n deep trench each 
year between the trees ^nd the adja- 
cent cultivated area. In tbe case of 
some trees this plan proved successful, 
but not in tbe case of others, such as 
tbe- pipal. banyan and teak. When 
the trenches were opened np It was 
foiltad that the several roots bad be- 
come connected again. New roots bad 
been formed at the cot extremity. 
They had • grown across the trench, 
which was twenty-four to thirty Inch- 
es wide, and united with tbe severed 
portion of the root by a process of nat- 
ural grafting, followed by a rapid 
thickening of tbe connections, which 
attained a thickness of JS to 1.1 inches 
in twelve mouths.

When England Had Duel*. 


Probably the last duel brought about 


in England through indiscretions in 
print was the encounter between John 
Arthur Roebuck and John Black on 
Nov. 19, 1835. Roebuck, who was then 
member of parliament for Bath, bad 
issued a pamphlet bitterly attacking 
newspapers in general and the Morn- 
ing Chronicle in particular, and for this 
he was challenged by the editor of the 
Chronicle. Black was a practiced duel 
ist, having been out thirteen times be- 
fore, but the dwarflike figure of his op 
ponent offered a poor target,' and two 
shots were exchanged without result 
Eight years later a speech of Roebuck's 
in the house of commons provoked a 
challenge from John Somers, M. P. for 
Sligo. He not only declined to fight 
but reported the matter to the speaker, 
who severely rebuked the pugnacious 
Irishman,—London Chronicle.

Kilhfer agreed to play

Chicago Federal League club and the 
contract of January 20 which 
he 


made upon jumping back to Phila- 
delphia National league club are "in 
form valid and binding 
upon 
the 


parlies thereto.'' 


Killifer is scored fo$ making the 


contracts, the decision reading: 


"This record shows that the de- 


fendant Kilhfer is £ baseball play- 
er of unique exceptional and extra- 
ordinary skill and expertness. Un- 
fortunately the record shows that 
he is a person upon whose pledged 
word little or no reliance can 
be 


placed and who for gain to himself, 
neither scruples nor hesitates to dis- 
regard and violate his express en- 
gagements and agreements." 


After conceding the validity 
of 


the two 1914 contracts the decision 
goes to say: 


"The question here presented and
